The method with which the Chancellor of the

In order to show how real ate the grievatices of women in 
this matte?, we will cite two cases. “Firstly that of ¢ married

and yields her an income of £30 a year, whilé her husband 
earns a salary of £200. The couple are entitled to exemp- 
tion from income-tax, but the income-tax on the wife’s £30 
(amounting at 1s. 2d. in the £ to £1 15s.) has already been 
deducted at the source. By the law this 36s. can be 
reclaimed, not by the woman but by the man/Wwho is under 
no compulsion to hand it over to his wife. Therefore,

separate property, as & matter of fact tt only allows her

The second case is that of a husband and wife who are both 
separately in business. The wife Has Been successful and 
made money, byt the husband has Jost money, and has

losses. The wife has been assessed, and has paid income: | 


tax on her profite. She now desires (as legally allowed) to | 


set off his losses against her profits, and to recover income- 
tax wrongly paid.

In the debate on the second reading op the Concilia- 
tion Bill last year, Mr. Balfour. made the definite 
assertion that under modern conditions, and with a 


representative form of Government, you cannot govern 


without the consent of the governed. That axiom was 
not met by a murmur of dissent from any quarter of 
the House of Commons; it was enthusiastically 
approved of by all the Suffrage societies. I would like 


to ask them to-day whether they accepted it merely as 


“a pious opinion,” or whether they are prepared to 
accept also the really practical conclusions which 
must be drawn from it? | 

For if, under a representative system, you cannol 
govern without the consent of the governed, it follows 
necessarily that you have no right to do so. It is politi- 
cally immoral to attempt what is politically impossible. 

But from what quarter does the impossibility arise ? 
From that quarter which is the only source and sanction 
of Representative Government, the people themselves. 
The ancient hierarchic theory of government has dis- 
appeared; the medieval doctrine of the Divine Right 
of Kings has disappeared; it has been replaced by the 
Right of the People expressed in the “consent of the 
governed.” But if that consent is now the moral basis 


~ of government, it follows necessarily that the governed 


have, under certain circumstances, a right to withhold 
their consent. 
when we are speaking of. Representative Government, 
the question answers itself:—People have a right to 
withhold their consent from a Government in which 
they are refused representation. 
_ Let us get the logical sequence of facts-clearly stated : 
Under Representative Government — 

You cannot govern without the consent of the 
governed. 

You have, therefore, no right to govern without the 
consent of the governed, and 

The governed have a right to withhold their consent 
from a Government which refuses them representation. 

Now it is quite evident in our past history that until 
1867 the great bulk of the nation -was governed without 
being represented; but no political crime had begun. to 
be perpetrated until 60 or 70 years before, when the 
unrepresented began tO withdraw their consent, and to 
demand representation. And in proportion as the 
Government of the day lowered its moral standing and 


its moral claims on the allegiance of the people by its — 


refusal of reform, so more and more the corollary of 
fundamental popular right asserted itself, and refusal of 
consent found expression in riot and threat of rebellion. 
Looking back to those times we see clearly enough that 
the Anti-Reform Government was morally in the 
wrong, and that those who resisted its unauthorised 
authority were morally in the right. Even as far back 
as the 17th century we -have it definitely laid down, 
by so great a sociologist as Locke himself, that a 


Government which misgoverns, perverting its powers 


and its functions (as Representative Government 
assuredly does when it attempts to coerce the unrepre- 
sented into continued acceptance of their unrepresented 


- condition), thereby forfeits allegiance and loses authority, 


since its authority comes from the people alone. ~ 

“In the same way, ‘though our rulers in the past were 
blind to the nation’s best interests in artificially 
restricting the sphere and the economic status of women, 
no. definite act of treason against the true source and 


-ganction of government was committed until, in the 


face of an active and persistent agitation for enfran- 
chisement, the women’s claim for representation was 


refused. Then, not merely did the Government begin 
to lose its moral right to the women’s allegiance, but, 
proportionately to the continued ignoring of their 


claim, the women were justified in refusal to submit to 
. government without representation. Government can- 


not be doing wrong to the governed without the 
governed having a corresponding right which at a 
certain point it becomes their duty to enforce. And 
this matter of right hinges entirely upon the great 


principle of consent expressed through representation. 
“The Government have no right to govern without con-. 


gent: the governed have a right to. withhold their 
consent ‘unless represented. ~ 


Now,-between Suffragists ‘and anti- there

count, of professional women, doctors, teachers, writers, 


organisations. Now, if the Government have no right 
to govern these women without their consent, the 
women’s right to refuse their consent: while they are 
‘unrepresented isan inevitable corollary. But if all 
these women are consenting to be governed, then the 
-anti- Suffragist contention does for the present, so far as 
they are concerned, hold good, and no political crime 
against the source and sanction = government is being 
committed. 


But how are the “ Constitutional ” Women Suffra- 
gists to-day withholding their consent from a Govern- 
ment whose moral right to their allegiance is non- 
existent, if Mr. Balfour’s axiom-is true? I will leave 
the general question on one side for a moment, and will 
put to them a special case as a sharpener for their 
consciences. 

Has a woman a right to protest against being tried 
by a jury of men only? I doubt if there is a Suffragist 
in the kingdom who would dare to answer that question 
with a ‘‘no.’’ Very well. Suppose in a given case a 
woman does protest that, being unenfranchised and 
denied full citizenship, she is not being tried before her 

“peers’’; and suppose a man in the jury, recognising 
the justice of her plea, commits contempt of court and 
refuses to try her, is that man not morally in the right, 
on this all-important point of political morality—the 
| source and sanction of. government—which we are now 
discussing? I have not yet been able to get a “ Con- 
stitutional ’’ Suffragist to tell me that he is wrong; and 
yet he is breaking the law, and he is breaking it on 
‘behalf of one who claims the right of the unrepresented 
to refuse her consent to be governed. - 

Now there may be different opinions about this, that, 
or the other act of militancy which has marked the with- 
drawal of consent to be governed on the part of militant 
Suffragists. But I do think it is time to ask “ Consti- 
tutional” Suffragists by what single act they are them- 
selves withholding their consent from unrepresentative 
-government? And if they are not giving us that sign, 
are they not playing into the hands of the Anti-Suffra- 
gists, who say openly that women do consent to remain 
without representation ? 

We are on the eve of a -great-and peaceably con- 
- ducted withdrawal. of woman’s consent from an act of 
government in which.they are asked actively to par- 
ticipate. All through the country women will either 
be withholding their consent, or giving their consent to 
the taking of the Census—an act of administration on 
the statistics of which Mr. John Burns may presently 
be founding some Bill for the restriction of the rights of 
working married women, or out of which Anti-Suffra- 
gists will before long be deducing arguments agains} 

Woman’s Suffrage, based ‘on the proportion of women 
to men. In connection with this proposed refusal of 
consent, many men, who believe in the rights of women 
more, perhaps, than some women believe in the rights 
themselves, will find themselves in’ the position of the 
juror whose case I have instanced ; and, recognising the 
right of women to resist inclusion in the Census whilst 
still excluded from citizenship, these men will incur 
penalties of fine, and perhaps of imprisonment. But 
‘will they be any more in the wrong, any less on the 
side of political morality than the juror who refuses to 
try a woman against whose rights our present form of 
justice fundamentally transgresses ? And further, if 
the woman is right to protest ayainst trial by a jury 
not her_peers, is she not equally right to protest against 
being numbered for Government purposes, and set down 
in statistics which may be employed hereafter against 
her interests :if she has not the vote to defend them ? 
When we look back through the days of history to 
the last occasion when the people of this country 
asserted their right to overthrow the existing form of 
government and dethrone a tyrant, nothing which then . 


more fatuous and more hopelessly out-of- date and 
superstitious than the doctrine of “non-resistance ”

Her 
story will remain one - of poignant interest so long as 
Without finding fault un- 
duly with her biographer, who has given us a fas- 
cinating book, we could wish that some chapters could 
have been written by a woman. The last word con” 
cerning the episode of Mary’s relationship with Captain 
Imlay has not been said. Mr. Stirling Taylor does a 
great deal less than justice to the woman, not for want 
of great admiration and appreciation of her character, 
but because in this particular circumstance he never 
grasps her point of view at all, and thus a part-of her 
life appears to him disjointed and disconnected and 
inconsistent with the rest. It may be that her high 
conception of freedom in marriage was impracticable 
in a world where there were men like Imlay ; but there 
is no inconsistency in Mary Wollstonecraft, in whom 
love, loyalty, and freedom were fused into one great 
passion ; and he who finds it in her action has failed to 
read aright her great soul. 

The “ Vindication ” is not a plea for Women’s Rights. 
It is rather a statement that women as women have 
no rights; but that humanity has rights, and humanity 
includes men and women. Anyone who neglects to 
read this book, already more than a hundred years old, 
will miss a joy afforded by the scientific analysis and 
wisdom illuminated by flashes of brilliant wit. The 
Vindication of the Rights of Women remains as a call, 
which is still unheeded by the unthinking. Mary 
Wollstonecraft leads in front, and we to-day are only.

Bill provoked no enthusiasm, and it was fiercely 
attacked by the .Whigs,. who, headed by Robert Lowe, 
retired from the Liberal party into 
Adullam.” The Conservatives joined in the attack, and 
in June the Liberal Government, defeated in the 
Commons, resigned. |

“The Cause of Purity and Woman Suf- 
frage”’ was the subject of discussion at a meet- 
ing held by the Church League for Woman 
Suffrage at the Steinway Hall on Friday last. 
Mrs. Archibald Little, who attended the Con- 
gress on the White Slave Traffic held last year 
in Madrid, gave, during the course of her 
speech, facts about this dark under-world of 
vice which, filling one with horror, made one 
realise more clearly than ever before the disas- 
trous results of setting for the two sexes dif- 
ferent standards of ‘morality. Why has this 
been done? Because all down the ages, in 
the various civilisations that have grown up 
and died away again, the fatal mistake has 
always been made of holding one half of the 
human race inferior and subordinate to thé 
other. Women have never been allowed the 
full freedom of thought and: action to which 
their humanity entitles tiem. Having always 
had the conditions of their lives, their moral 
code, settled for them by the opposite sex, the 
idea of women’s inherent inferiority has so 
pervaded every department of human life that, 
as Miss Maud Roydon pointed out in her 
thoughtful and eloquent address, even in the 


industrial world at the present day, though.
